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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The noted differences in density between fuel 
and water are not that great and it must be noted that the teaching needed is a teaching of priming a low-pressure fuel pump not a high- 
pressure pump. Secondly, the arguments concerining Betz all deal with ways in which Betz can function to do other things rather than just 
the things found in the claims. These arguments ignore the prior art teachings in that the prior art already teaches that it was known to 
automatically vent the high pressure pump housing using a banjo bolt. The Betz location for such a bolt would have inherently vented 
vapor from the system and Betz already taught venting vapor from the pump housing under certain conditions and any conditions would 
satisfy the cunrent claim language . 
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
